LONDON (3V-Nikita Khrushchev 
was reported in trouble with some 
Soviet leaders todav ana mav be 
seeking the support of Yugoslav- 
President Tito for his policies of 
de-Stalinization and easing up on 
the East European satellites. 


Press reports here and in Aus- 


tria said a new struggle for power 
inside the Kremlin was back of 
the surprise trip by Tito to the 
Soviet Union in company with 
Khrushchev, the first secretary of 
the Soviet Communist party. 


Without a word of explanation. 


Tito 
took 
off 
from 
Belgrade 


yesterday with Khrushchev, who 
had spent eight days in seclusion 
with the Yugoslav leader. Witn 
some of his closest lieutenants, 
Tite was reported at the Black 
Sea resort of Yalta today. Khrush- 
chev was said to be planning to 
take him to the nearby Crimean 
resort of Sochi to see Soviet Pre- 
mier Nikolai Bulganin "and For- 
eign Minister Dmitri Shepilov. 


The reports here and in Vienna 


said Khrushchev at last had been 
caught in a squeeze by a Stalinist 
bloc in the Politburo and Soviet 
army chiefs.

Georgi Malenkov wee repoted to 
believe that Khushchev had gone 
too far in his de-Stalinization cam- 
paign.

Desp.te his somewhat antisocial 
get-together with the press at the 
Hotel Biltmore, the hospital re­ 
port said: 
“ He is gregarious and likes to 
m eet people.”

Two Shots Fired

er addressing a Democratic party 
convention in the municipal thea- 
ter. 


One bullet went through the 


palm of Chaag 's left hand. A par- 
ty aide said several bones were 
smashed. The vice president, aft- 
er being treated by a doctor at- 
tending the convention, shut him- 
self up in his home and refused 
to see newsmen.

Preliminary figures from the 55 


counties surveyed showed 4.672,- 
000 Republicans - and 
Democrats 


registered for the coming election. 


For those &aine 55 counties, the 


total in the primary was 4,191,000 
and in the 1952 general election, 
4,509,000. 


If the remaining 12 counties— 


where returns are still to be tabu- 
lated — follow this trend, a new 
record should be set 


The returns from the 55 counties 


were broken down this way: Re- 
publican 2.449,000, Democratic 2,- 
223,000. with a majority for the 
GOP of 226.000. 


The same 55 counties gave Re- 


publicans an edge of 729,000 in 


1952 and 299,000 in last April's 
primary. 


Set 4WJM Majority 


Most of the counties remaining 


to be heard from are heavily Re- 
publican and there was a good 
possibility that the Republican ma- 
jority may be close to 400,000. 


Republicans suffered their worst 


blow in declining registration in 
Philadelphia. Four years ago, they 
had a margin of nearly 300,000 
voters over the Democrats. That 
figure is now down to less than 
25.000. 


New registrations in the Quaker 


City since the April primary ran 
almost 2 to 1 Democratic. 


Elsewhere in the state. Demo- 


crats outran Republicans in new 
registrations in such other GOP i 
counties as Bucks, Franklin. In- 
diana, Jefferson, and came close 
to doing so in Blair, Clinton, Dau- 
phin. Forest and McKean. 


Republicans said they registered 


nearly 25,000 new voters in Dela- 
ware County compared to 7,600 
for the Democrats and 6,400 in 
Chester County compared to 2,700' 
for the Democrats."

Key Verse: The Spiru and the 


Bride say, "Come." And let him 
who hears say, "Come " And let 
hint who is thirsty come, let him 
who desires take the water of life 
without orice. Revelation 22-17 


The development of Revelation is 


straight - 'orward and consistent 
and there is uniformity of style 
throughout. The author drew heavily 
on other Apocalyptic literature, 
using much of the same symbolism 
used In Daniel and Ezekiel which 
in turn, may have been borrowed 
from ancient Babylonian or Per- 
sian mythology. At least he used 
the devices at hand and filled 
them 
with new meaning 
The 


Christian symbolism 
in Revela- 


tion 1* likely the author's own 


Revelation was a message to the 


seven churches for that particu- 
lar time and must be interpreted 
as such. It was not intended as ~ 
a prophecy of the future course 
of the Church for the author ex- 
pected the world to end quickly. 
This can be readily seen from the 
urgency of the message. We do 
know, however, that it was intend- 
ed primarily 
to stregthen the 


members' 
faith and 
*o comfort 


them In their hours of persecu- 
tion and suffering. 


"Gather Around Throne" 


The grand climax of this unusual 


account seems to come when the 
redeemed gather around the throne 
of God In heaven, praising Him 
forever and ever. This vision of 
the New Jerusalem was comfort- 
ing to those who were in the midst 
of cruel persecutions. The same 
voices from this ancient book 
seem to sound through the ages, 
giving meaning and substance to 
the history of the Church as tt 
moved forward confidently under 
the banner of Christ, the Savior. 


This week's lesson includes the 


account of how the angel shows 
John all the wonders of the 
heavenly city. Another ray of hope 
is extended to the current readers 
— "They shall see his face, and 
his name shall be on their fore- 
heads." This means that they 
would be easily recognized *s God's 
children, and no doubt the Idea 
came from the practice of brand- 
ing slaves on the forehead with 
their master's aame or mark. 


All these things were heard and 


seen in the vision of John which 
he freely and proudly proclaims. 
He brings the final dialogue be- 
tween himsejf and the angel of 
the Lord to a close ha Chapter 
22:16-17. This is the great invita- 
tion which comes from God and 
which is transmitted 
to men 


through the power of the Holy 
Spirit and by the Bride or Church. 
Both the Spirit and the Church 
say, "'Come." Then the hearers, 
the numbers 
of the 
Christian 


Church must' go one step further 
and say, "Come." Herein lies the 
strength of lay evangelism—every 
one witnessing to the saving grace 
of his Lord and Savior.

Revelation was a m essage to the 
seven churches for that p articu­ 
lar tim e and m ust be interpreted 
as such. It w as not intended as 
a prophecy of the future course 
of the Church for the author ex­ 
pected the world to end quickly. 
This can be readily seen from the 
urgency of the m essage. We do 
know, however, th a t it was Intend­ 
ed 
prim arily 
to 
stregthen 
the 
m em bers’ 
faith 
and 
to com fort 
them in their hours of persecu­ 
tion and suffering. 
“Gather Around Throne" 
The grand clim ax of this unusual 
account seem s to com e when th# 
redeem ed gather around the throne 
of God in heaven, praising Him 
forever and ever. This vision of 
the New Jeru salem w as com fort­ 
ing to those who w ere in the m idst 
of cruel persecutions. The sam e 
voices 
from 
this 
ancient 
book 
seem to sound through the ages, 
giving m eaning and substance to 
the history of the Church as It 
moved forw ard confidently under 
the banner of C hrist, the Savior. 
This w eek’s lesson includes the 
account of how the angel shows

A former Littlestown High School 
teacher is credited by the next pres­ 
ident of Pennsylvania State Uni­ 
versity with inspiring him to study 
and to set his sights on a college 
education. 
Dr. Erie Arthur Walker on Octo­ 
ber I will become president of Penn 
State University and he said re­ 
cently in an interview that It was 
Miss M. Adelaide Hawk, Littlestown 
High School graduate and former 
teacher there, who interested him 
in learning while he was a pupil 
in the Wrightsville. York County, 
High School as a boy of 16. She 
was a science teacher in the high 
school there at th a t time. 
Now Miss Hawk, who often visits 
In Adams County and was in Lit­ 
tlestown last on Labor Day, resides 
in Philadelphia where she has been 
a 
member of 
the public school 
teaching atatf since 1926. She is now 
supervisor of the Division of Pupil 
Personnel and Counseling in Dis­ 
trict 7 of the city schools. 
To Philadelphia In *26 
Miss Hawk, a native of Carroll 
County. Md. was graduated from 
Littlestown High School some 35 
years ago and went Into the teach­ 
ing profession after training at a 
state teachers’ college. She taught 
science in Littlestown High for a 
year or two and then served In 
Wrightsville until 1926 when she 
went to Philadelphia 
where she 
earned a master’* degree at Temple 
University. 
Muss Hawk and her connection 
with the career of Dr. Walker were 
the subject of a feature story in 
last Sunday’s magazine section of 
the Philadelphia Inquirer. 
The story by Edgar Willisms tells 
of this incident recounted by Dr. 
Walker: 
Recalls Mouse Incident 
"One day in 1924. Erie Waker, a 
high school freshman In Wrights­ 
ville. Pa, placed a live mouse in 
his biology teacher’s desk. Inasmuch 
as the teacher w as a woman, young 
Walker 
waited 
expectantly 
for 
shrieks. But when the teacher—M 
Adelaide Hawk — opened her desk, 
she did apt scream. Impassively she 
watched the mouse scamper off. 
Then site remarked that this was 
an illustration of how mice flee 
when they see a Hawk. 
“After that Walker had profound 
respect for his teacher and fre­ 
quently sought her counsel. 'She 
gave it freely,* he has said many 
times since, 'and some of her great 
enthusiasm for science rubbed off 
on me. I hadn't planned to go to 
college. But Miss Hawk instilled in 
me the desire to continue my educa­ 
tion.' ” 
Next week he becomes the 12th 
president in Penn State's 101-year 
history when he succeeds Dr. Milton 
Eisenhower, soon to become head of 
Johns Hopkins University. 
Sent Congratulations 
One of the first congratulatory 
messages Dr. Walker received when 
he was chosen for the presidency 
came from Miss Hawk. She remem­ 
bers him as “a popular boy and a 
brilliant student." She does not re­ 
call the mouse incident, nor does 
she feel that her role In shaping 
Dr. Walker's career was noteworthy. 
"W ith his mind and personality,” 
Miss Hawk declares, "he would have 
succeeded at anything He was in­ 
terested In deep things but he was 
no drudge.” 
Last November. Dr. Walker, an 
electrical 
engineer, 
became 
vice 
president of Penn State. He had 
worked after school and summer 
while a high school student and 
then after graduation went to Har­ 
vard University on a scholarship. 
Odd jobs helped keep him there 
seven years while he earned three 
degrees, a BS in electrical engineer­ 
ing. an MS in businss adm inistra­ 
tion and an SCD in engineering and 
general science. He began teaching 
at Tufts College in Medford. Mass.. 
later going to the University of 
Connecticut, 
m iring 
tin 
second 
World War he was called to Har­ 
vard as associate director of the 
Harvard Underwate Sound Labora­ 
tory where he headed a group of 
scientists. They worked on the hom­ 
ing torpedo, which knocked out the 
German submarine menace. He went 
to Penn State in 1945 as head of 
the Ordnance Research Laboratory.

Dr. Eric Arthur Walker on Octo- 


ber 1 will become president of Penn 
State University and he said re- 
cently in an interview that it was 
Miss M. Adelaide Hawk, Littlestown 
High School graduate and former 
teacher there, who interested him 
in learning while he was a pupil 
in the WrightsriUe. York County. 
High School as a boy of 16. She 
was a science teacher in the high 
school there at that time. 


Now Miss Hawlc, who often visits 


In Adams County and was in Lit- 
tlestown last on Labor Day, resides 
in Philadelphia where she has been 
a member of the public school 
teaching statf since 1926. She is now 
supervisor of the Division of Pupil 
Personnel and Counseling in Dis- 
trict 7 of the city schools. 


To Philadelphia In '26 


Miss Hawk, a native of Carroll 


County, Md, was graduated from 
Littlestown High School some 35 
years ago and went into the teach- 
ing profession after training at a 
state teachers' college. She taught 
science to Littlestown High for a 
year or two and then served in 
Wrightsville until 1926 when she 
went to Philadelphia 
where she 


earned a master's degree at Temple 
University. 


Miss Hawk and her connection 


with the career of Dr. Walker were 
the subject of a feature story, in 
last Sunday's magazine section of 
the Philadelphia Inquirer. 


The story by Edgar Williams tells 


of this incident recounted by Dr. 
Walker: 


Recalls Mouse Incident 


"One day in 1924, Eric Waker, a 


high school freshman in Wrights- 
ville, Pa., placed a live mouse in 
his biology teacher's desk. Inasmuch 
as the teacher was a woman, young 
Walker 
waited 
expectantly 
for 


shrieks. But when the teacher—M. 
Adelaide Hawk — opened her desk, 
she did npt scream. Impassively she 
watched the mouse scamper off. 
Then she remarked that this was 
an illustration of how mice flee 
when they see a Hawk. 


"After that Walker had profound 


respect for his teacher and fre- 
quently sought her counsel. 'She 
gave it freely,' he has said many 
times since, 'and some of her great 
enthusiasm for science rubbed off 
on me. I hadn't planned to go to 
college. But Miss Hawk instilled in 
me the desire to continue my educa- 
tion.' " 


Next week he becomes the 12th 


president in Penn State's 101-year 
history when he succeeds Dr. Milton 
Eisenhower, soon to become head of 
Johns Hopkins University. 


Sent Congratulations 


One of the first congratulatory 


messages Dr. Walker received when 
he was chosen for the presidency 
came from Miss Hawk. She remem- 
bers him as "a popular boy and a 
brilliant student." She does not re- 
call the mouse incident, nor does 
she feel that her role to shaping 
Dr. Walker's career was noteworthy. 
"With his mind and personality," 
Miss Hawk declares, "he would have 
succeeded at anything. He was in- 
terested in deep things but he was 
no drudge." 


Last November, Dr. Walker, an 


electrical 
engineer, 
became vice 


president of Penn State. He had 
worked after school and summer 
while a high school student and 
then after graduation went to Har- 
vard University on a scholarship. 
Odd jobs helped keep him there 
seven years while he earned three 
degrees, a BS in electrical engineer- 
ing, 
an MS in businss administra- 


tion and an ScD in engineering and 
general science. He began teaching 
at Tufts College in Medford, Mass.. 
later going to the University of 
Connecticut. During th2 second 
World War he was called to Har- 
vard as associate director of the 
Harvard Underwate Sound Labora- 
tory where he headed a group of 
scientists. They worked on the hom- 
ing torpedo, which knocked out the 
German submarine menace. He went 
to Penn State in 1945 as head of 
the Ordnance Research Laboratory.
